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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest  fire 
problem  -  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused  and  pre- 
ventable - —  a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that 
of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  toAvns  are  striving  diligently  to 
effectively  meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the 
threat  fire  presents  to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained 
corps  of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by  pro- 
viding ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste 
materials.  Careless  and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big 
hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches  from 
moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  careless  burning;  im- 
properly extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  -  all  result  in  serious 
loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  community  and 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and  cooperative 
effort.    The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home,  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  cov- 
ered with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires, 
home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires. 
Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather 
conditions,  site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material;  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches,  are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use 
ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
reciuirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid 
him  to  extinguish  it.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  were  8  pupils  attending  school  last  year; 
6  in  elementary  school  and  2  in  high  school  at  Dov/ 
Academy, 

This  year  there  are  8  pupils  attending  school ;  5 
elementary  pupils  and  3  high  school  pupils  at  Dow 
Academy.  The  pupils  are  as  follows :  John  Kenney 
and  Melinda  Porter,  Grade  2 ;  Joanne  Kenney,  Grade 
3 ;  Dale  Bowles,  Grade  5 ;  Ingrid  Schultze,  Grade  8 ; 
Bernice  Cooley,  Grade  9;  Lois  Bowles,  Grade  10; 
Alice  Cooley,  Grade  12.  Recently  Dale  Bowles  trans- 
ferred to  Littleton. 

The  new  principal  at  Dow  Academy  this  year  is 
Mr.  Donald  Goulette,  Jr.  Mr.  Goulette  tells  of  the 
work  at  Dow  in  the  following  report. 

The  school  budget  shows  increases  in  tuition  and 
transportation,  the  major  items  of  cost.  Next  year 
we  expect  tuition  to  increase  to  $350  per  high  school 
pupil  and  $225  per  elementary  pupil.  The  three 
year  transportation  contract  expires  and  we  are 
already  advised  that  the  new  contract  will  be  com- 
puted on  increased  mileage  rates.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 

The  following  represents  my  first  annual  report 
as  Principal  of  Dow  Academy  and  as  necessarily 
defined  by  the  nature  of  an  annual  report  reflects 
upon  those  school  activities  engaged  in  during  the 
time  January,  1957-January,  1958. 

Administration 

The  present  school  year  began  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 9. 

The  elementary  teaching  staff  was  enriched  and 
strengthened  by  the  retention  of  the  very  capable 
Mrs.  Alice  Leavitt  teaching  Grades  1  and  2  and 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Howe  teaching  Grades  3  and  4.  The 
elementary  teaching  staff  was  further  enhanced  by 
the  addition  of  Mrs.  Theresa  Lafiosca,  recently  of 
the  New  York  City  School  System,  now  of  Franconia, 
as  teacher  of  Grades  5  and  6. 

The  full-time  teaching  staff  of  the  High  School 
includes  Miss  Laura  Beth  Barry,  retained  from  last 
year  and  teaching  all  offerings  in  the  Business  area 
as  well  as  Economic  Geography  and  General  Math- 
ematics. The  following  are  new  full-time  teachers : 
Mr.  Kenneth  Heath,  formerly  of  Manchester,  now 
of  Lisbon,  teaching  all  offerings  in  the  Industrial 
Arts  program  and  Physics.  Mr.  Henry  Rouillard, 
formerly  of  Manchester,  now  of  Franconia,  teaching 
all  High  School  English  courses,  French  I,  Economics 
and  Sociology,  the  latter  being  offered  on  a  one 
semester  basis.  Mr.  David  B.  Clark,  formerly  of 
Oregon,  now  of  Franconia,  teaching  7th  and  8th 
Grade  English,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies,  and  His- 
tory of  Civilization.  Mr.  Clark  also  serves  in  the 
capacity  of  Director  of  the  Dow  Academy  Ski  Pro- 
gram which  includes  competitive  skiing  and  ski 
lessons,  the  latter  being  available  to  all  students. 
On  a  part-time  basis  the  school  is  served  well  by 
Mrs.  Beulah  Foster,  of  Lisbon,  who  teaches  Algebra, 
Geometry  and  Latin  H ;  Mrs.  Marion  Callender,  also 
of  Lisbon,  teaches  Home  Economics  and  Music ;  and 
Mrs.  George  McLure,  of  Littleton,  teaches  Band. 
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Generally  speaking  the  retention  of  former  tried 
and  proven  teachers  adds  an  element  of  stability 
and  direction  to  the  teaching  program  while  the 
acquisition  of  new  teachers  imparts  an  element  of 
enthusiasm,  fresh  ideas,  and  new  approaches  there- 
by contributing  to  the  total  worth  of  the  teaching 
program. 

The  addition  of  Mr.  Robert  McLaughlin  to  the 
school  staff  as  school  custodian  has  proved  in  innu- 
merable ways  to  be  an  invaluable  asset  to  the 
school's  program.  Mr.  McLaughlin's  dedication  co 
the  varied  demands  of  his  position  and  beyond  have 
earned  him  the  admiration,  respect,  and  applause 
of  the  student  body,  staff  members,  and  administra- 
tive officers. 

Curriculum : 

The  curriculum  or  program  of  studies  at  Dow 
Academy  continues  to  offer  those  courses  designed 
to  prepare  students  for  a  successful  college  experi- 
ence, future  economic  pursuits  in  the  field  of  business 
as  well  as  satisfactory  experiences  in  combating  the 
problems,  economical  and  social,  of  everyday  living. 

The  addition  of  physical  education  classes  for 
boys  in  Grades  11  and  12  this  year  is  the  initial 
step  in  physical  education  program  planning  which 
promises  to  eventuate  in  making  this  program 
available  to  all  high  school  students — boys  and  girls. 

School  Lunch: 

The  school  lunch  program,  an  integral  part  of 
the  total  school  program,  which  provides  partici- 
pating students  with  hot,  nourishing  lunches,  had  its 
beginning  on  September  16  under  the  very  capable 
direction  and  supervision  of  Mrs.  Frances  Oakes  and 
Mrs.  Mae  Bouton.  Sincere  encomiums  belong  to 
these  women  for  their  part  in  making  this  program 
possible  by  volunteering  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  the  hot  lunch  program  until  the  services  of  an 
experienced  person  in  this  field  could  be  obtained. 
This  materialized  with  the  employment  of  Mr.  John 
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Westhaver  as  dietician  who  is  currently  doing  a 
superb  job  with  the  very  able  assistance  of  Mrs. 
Westhaver.  The  school  lunch  program  this  year  has 
managed  to  maintain  previous  price  structures  with 
reference  to  student  costs  although  beset  by  in- 
creased food  costs.  This  is  possible  through  partial 
reimbursement  from  the  Federal  Government  and 
a  small  appropriation  from  district  funds.  If  the 
school  is  to  maintain  its  present  practice  of  providing 
lunches  superior  in  quality  and  within  the  purchas- 
ing power  of  all  students  then  most  assuredly  local 
aid  must  be  forth  coming.  An  innovation  this  year 
and  a  part  of  the  school  lunch  program  is  the  special 
milk  program  which  provides  each  subscribing  ele- 
mentary student  with  eight  ounces  of  milk  each 
morning. 

School  Health 

Doctor  Ralph  Parker,  the  school  health  officer, 
and  nurse  Phyllis  Rogers  have,  as  in  the  past, 
conducted  a  comprehensive  school  health  program 
which  includes  complete  physical  examinations  for 
all  students  so  provided  with  written  parental  appro- 
bation, eye  and  ear  examinations,  and  generally 
ministering  to  the  health  needs  of  the  students  as 
such  health  problems  manifest  themselves. 

School  Banking: 

The  school  savings  plan  continues  in  its  third 
year  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Littleton  Savings 
Bank.  The  program  encourages  thrift  in  Grades  1 
through  8. 

School  Activities: 

Although  the  major  business  of  any  educational 
institution  is  one  of  instruction  and  stimulation  of 
intellectual  endeavor,  Dow  Academy  persists  in  its 
recognition  of  the  school's  responsibility  to  the  total 
child  through  its  offerings  of  the  following  special 
student  activities :  athletics,  emphasizing  golf,  bas- 
ketball, skiing,  baseball,  and  softball,  as  well  as 
student  government,  glee  club,  dramatics,  yearbook, 
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prize  speaking,  cheerleading,  social  activities,  spe- 
cial interests  clubs,  and  the  school  newspaper.  Activ- 
ities of  this  type  are  not  without  value  in  their  proper 
proportion  and  viewed  in  the  right  perspective. 
The  democratic  process  exercise  in  the  practice  of 
student  government  and  in  the  election  of  class 
officers ;  the  competitive  spirit  tempered  with  a  sense 
of  fair  play  and  good  sportsmanship  so  necessary  to 
future  success ;  the  poise  and  aplomb  engendered 
through  participation  in  dramatics;  and  the  joy  of 
expressing  any  creative  talent  through  the  media  of 
the  yearbook  and  school  newspaper — all  play  essen- 
tial roles  in  the  development  of  the  total  child 
and  as  such  deserve  a  definite  place  in  the  school 
curriculum. 

Conclusion: 

The  task  of  serving  the  educational  needs,  abili- 
ties, and  interests  of  such  a  heterogeneous  grouping 
of  students  with  a  stafi"  limited  in  number  and  to  some 
degree  trammeled  with  a  lack  of  instructional  aides 
is  by  no  means  an  easy  one.  However,  this  task  is 
not  insuperable.  The  constant  vigilance  w^aged  by 
the  School  Board  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  the  needs  and  problems  of  a  school,  aspiring  to 
remain  with  the  times  and  the  eagerness  with  which 
teachers  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  students;  the 
State  Department  of  Education's  willingness  to  help 
and  an  informed  Franconia  populace  sincerely  con- 
cerned with  the  welfare  of  their  school  all  augur  well 
for  the  success  of  Dow  Academy  in  the  realization 
of  its  objective — the  total  growth  and  development 
of  every  student  to  the  utmost  of  their  inherent 
capacities.
